Separated 29 Years, 
Sisters Reunited Here

Habits of the cotton farmer to- 
day face possible change by Fed- 
eral statute. 

Southern planters have aw aken- 
ed gradually to the profits in di- 
versified farming. Their methods 
obviously are in contrast with a 
by-gone era when the traditional 
Southern plantation owner “got 
rich” or “went broke” on the an- 
nual whims of King Cotton. 


The South remains, however, 
as the top cotton-producing sec- 
tion of the Nation. Millions of 
acres are stil) planted in cotton 
to the exclusion of other uses. 

Even this will be changed if 
Uncle Sam cracks down with 
new cotton production controls. 

Indications are the Government 
will do just that. This opi®ion 
Was expressed by informed agri- 
eulture leaders in Atlanta. They 


view the latest 1949 crop forecast 
with considerable alarm. 

On the basis of Sept. 1 condi-| 
tions, the Agriculture Department | 
predicted a yield of 14,943,000 
bales That. incidentally, is 7.471,- 
500.000 pounds. | 

The total crop, in still other) 
words, is expected to be 75,000 
bales more than the 1948 yield 
which is more than the world 
eould buy. 

Agriculture experts point out 
further that acreage devoted to 
cotton this year is almost 14 
percent more than last. 

Behind these factors is the in- 
tervretation that world markets 
will buy no more cotton this 
year than last at Government- 
supported price, and that, mean- 
while, cost of production has in- 
creased. 

The net result, according to agri- 
eulture observers, is that the Com- 
modity Credit Corporation again 
must take over huge quantities of 
eotton. The farmer, in view of 
his higher production costs, will 
find less margin of profit, however, 
even in the Government price. 

International News Service re- 
ported from Washington that the 
Government may- use the Sept. 1 
erop forecast in an attempt to con- 
trol planting in 1950.

He pointed out, too,’ 
that Southern livestock and grow- | 
ers and dairymen have an advan- | 
tage.

“As long as a girl is single, 
she hag to have a chaperon on 
dates,” dark-eyed Cedalia Cas- 
tano explained to inquisitive At- 
lanta teen-agers who visited Ha- 
vana, Cuba, during the Hava- 
lanta Swimming Meet. 


“But how do you ever get 
around to getting married?” the 
exuberant Atlantans queried. 

Cedalia and her companion, 
Colin Rose, simply shrugged 
their shoulders. 


“Chaperons!” snorted Colin. 
“Tt’s a stupid thing. We are 
| good boys.” 
| “Yah, there’s the trouble,” re 
| torted Cedalia. “The Cuban boys 
| are not good mens.” 


“When you go on a date, you 
have to take the whole family,” 
Colin said in disgust. “It’s hor- 
rible. The mother, father, aunts, 
uncles, even the dog.” 

Besides being an unwelcome 
addition to the date socially, the 
chaperon is an added burden on 
the pocketbook. 


“Like next Saturday,” said 
Colin. “I want to take my girl 
to a dance at the club. It will 
be $10 for me, $10 for her, and 
$10 for the chaperon.” 


Kissing is positi ely taboo. 

“If they see you kissing a 
man, it’s awful,” Cedalia said, 
shaking her long black hair 
from side to side. ‘You have to 
be very far away from civiliza- 
tion and very much alone to do 
that.” 

But like teen-agers every- 
where, the Cuban boys and girls 
manage to find a way to break 
the rule occasionally. Sunday 
afternoons the girls are allowed 
to go to shows with other girls, 
and it’s a simple matter to sepa- 
rate and sit with boys once in- 
side the theater. 

“And when they are sweet- 
hearts,” added Cedalia, “the boy 
goes to the girl’s house every 
night, and if the parents like 
him they go to another reom 
and perhaps he can kiss ‘ier 
then.” 

Girls begin dating’ when they 
are about 15, and boys when 
they are 17, according to Ce 
dalia. They both begin driving, 
however, at the age of 12. 

Because good jewelry and per- 
fumes are inexpensive in Cuba 
in comparison to the States, 
teen-age girls there wear a great 
deal of both, and they dress in 
the current Paris and New York 
fashions, Cedalia said. 

They definitely do not go in 
for the current American short 
hair fad or for hot-rods.

“I’m not so proud,” Rhett Butler remarked to Scarlett 
O’Hara when she praised his decision to join the Confed- 
erate forces. Atlanta was in flames in this particular epi- 


sode in the late Margaret Mitch- 
ell’s “Gone With the Wind;” 
the Southerners were being 
forced back by the Yankees; the 
Cause, Rhett Butler knew, was 
doomed to defeat. 

Consider, then, those last eight 
fateful April days that preceded 
pomattox, when the thin grey 
line, barely retaining the sem- 
blance of an organized force, fell 
back from Petersburg, Va. 
Things had worsened a thou- 
sandfold since Atlanta. Journey’s 
end had arrived for the Confed- 
eracy as this novel opens.

OUR ENGLISH HERITAGE, by 
Gerald W. Johnson; Lippin- 
cott; 253 pp. indexed; $3.50. 


The author of this book seeks 
to “set straight” some beliefs and 
to tear down some illusions, giv- 
ing fair due where it is merited. 
“It is true,” he writes, “that if 
the English set the pattern of 
American civilization, they 
traced its first faint outlines in 
the blood of the lowly, of Eng- 
land’s castoff rubbish.” 

Jehnson calls these the “ex- 
pendables.” They established the 
beachhead, which someone had 
to do and probably die in doing. 
Sir Walter Raleigh, though not 
a “tattered prodigal,” leads the 
romantic figures who first came 
to this country. As Johnson 
writes, he: had “as fair a claim 
as any other individual to be 
called the original founder of 
America.” 

The dignity of labor was es- 
tablished early. It was a princi- 
ple in the English colonies that 
“no man has a natural right to 
a place in America.” 

Johnson goes on to tell about 
the effect on American life of 
English artists, scientists, philos- 
ophers and lawgivers. 

Johnson’s book repays reading 
in many ways. His story telling 
approach to the subject makes 
“Our *¥nglish Heritage” more of 
a historical novel than pure his- 
tory.

Broadway Sees ‘Blackouts; 


Critics Give Their Nod 


NEW YORK — (UP) — The 
show called “Blackouts” which 
ran for something like seven 
years in Hollywood has arrived 
at the Ziegfeld Theater and 
proved to be about one-quarter 
revue and three-quarters vaude- 
ville bill held together by its 
creator and star, “en Murray. 


This first Broadway arrival of 
the Fall season is rapidly paced 
for the most part. It should have 
a general appeal for those who 
like their humor—and the gals’ 
costumes—cut rather low. There 
is a succession of variety acts 
that. include adagio and tap 
dancers, piano and clarinet play- 
ers, singers of ~arious persua- 
sions, acrobatic love birds, a 
quick-change artist who plays all 
of the characters from a scene 
out of “Oliver Twist,” and a 
man who creates dresses on liv- 
ing models at the drop of a 
hemline. 


Broadway economics being 
what they are these days, the 
show apparently has no choice 
but to charge $3.60 for orchestra 
seats. It would have a, better 
chance of lasting if this could be 
a dollar less. 

The show opens with a splashy 
Hollywood and Vine number 
with special music and lyrics as 
though it were a revue. After 
that it is mostly vaudeville, 
with Murray wandering in and 
out with his famous cane and 
cigar to provide a little verbal 
cement for the proceedings. 

It was a pleasure to see Mur- 
ray again. He hasn’t been around 
Broadway since 1942 when he 
started “Blackouts” on a shoe- 
string in Hollywood and saw it 
grow into an institution. Al- 
though he is on stage a great 
deal, Murray actually doesn’t 
do too much. He ‘~ a good comic 
and the show would be better 
if he put: himself down for an- 
other long bit or two. It also 
would be hetter if there was a 
flashy closing for the first act 
instead of the Burton’s birds 
number. This is an excellent act 
of its kind, but such spotting is 
not good production.

7 Trains; 
Admit Error 


ST. LOUIS — (UP) — Pickets 
halted seven Cotton Belt Railroad 
trains in a “misunderstanding” | 
yesterday, but later withdrew to 
let them travel the rust-flecked | 
rails of the strikebound Missouri | 
Pacific. 

The Mo-Pac itself had stopped 
all its own traffic in a strike by | 
5,000 engineers and other key em- 
ployees who walked off the job 
Friday. 

Except for occasional trains of 
the Cotton Belt and two other 
roads which uses stretches of the 
Mo-Pac track, paralysis gripped 
the 7,200-mile rail network 
throughout eleven States. 

Strike leaders said they foresee 
no early settlemert, and predicted | 
that the weeds would grow “two 
feet tall” between the Mo-Pac’s 
rails before the wheels roll again. 

Picket lines yesterday morning 
stopped two Cotton Belt freight 
trains at Dupo, IIl., and four at. 
Iilmo, Mo. The Cotton Belt itself 
held Dallas-bound passenger train | 
at St. Louis until the pickets were 
withdrawn. 

R. E. Davidson, spokesman for 
the four _striking brotherhoods, 
said the incident arose from a 
“misunderstanding, and we’re sor- ' 
ry at happened.” He said the picket 
lines were intended to halt only. 
Mo-Pac traffic, but that Cotton 
Belt crews refused to cross the 
lines until authorized to do so. 

The Cotton Belt, the Missouri- 
Kansas-Texas and the Chicago & 
Northwestern all use sections of 
the Mo-Pac right-of-way. Union 
officials said there would be no’ 
interference with their trains “so 
long as their crews are not doing 
work Missouri Pacific men were 
hired for.”

ROME—(UP) — Pope Pius XII 
decreed yesterday that all Roman 
Catholics, with certain exceptions, 
must come to Rome during the 
1950 Holy Year if they are to re-.

one complete forgiveness for all 
gins. 

The Pope at the same time sus- 
pended the power of confessors to 
grant absolution for extraordinary 
sins.

Vatican sources explained that 
bishops have the power, however, | 
to impart the special Holy Year) 
indulgences, which brings absolu-| 
tion for all sins, if they are satis-| 
fied that the Catholic concerned is 
not able to go to Rome for réa- 
sons beyond his control. 

For those who cannot come to 
Rome, bishops or confessors will 
prescribe what acts of faith, chari- 
ty and piety must be performed to 
obtain the special indulgence.

A Battle for State Hospital Spoils 


You won’t believe it, but a few Milledgeville merchants and at least one local politician are com- 
plaining bitterly because the mental patients at the State Hospital are earning a little money from 


commissaries to buy a few extras which the State cannot afford. These merchants and politicians | 
contend that they—and not the patients—are the few entitled to make the profits from the State 


Hospital. 

Three commissaries are being run by patients 
at the Hospital. Patients, attendants and visitors 
purchase drinks, ice cream and cigarettes from 
these stores. Al] the profits are used to buy 
“musical equipment, literature, athletic equip- 
ment, furniture and beauty equipment for the 
patients. 


What has stirred up the local groups is 
Business Manager Joe Boone’s plans to let 
the patients open an additional commissary. 
This commissary will serve epileptic 
patients. Boone says these patients cannot 
walk up the public highways to trade in pub- 
lic stores. If these commissaries were not 
on the campus of the hospital, additional at 
tendants would be required to carry the pa- 
tients te the public stores—some of them a 
mile distant. Led by a Milledgeville politi- 
cian, these few private stores complain that 
the patients’ stores are unfair competition. 


Selling ice cream, drinks and cigarettes, the 
stores made a profit of $8,118.28 for the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1949, Boone reported. They 
had $10,832.68 on hand from the preceding year. 
They spent $9,446.12 on pianos, radios, guitars, 
drapery material, flower pots, linoleum, tables, 
blinds, chairs, Sunday Schoo] literature, check- 
ers, Christmas lights, song books, orchestra for 
_a@ dance, newspapers, baseball equipment, pow- 
der, rouge and lipstick. They now have a bal- 
ance of $9,504.84. 


Some Milledgeville groups have fought 
each other politically for the right to divide 
the spoils of the State Hospital’s business in 
the past. It is astonishing to see anyone 
battle the mental patients, theniselves, in an 
effort to corner the entire market at the ex- 
pense of eliminating recreational and educa- 
tional material for the patients. 


SPEAKING OF profits in State business, the 
State continues to use its insurance for patron- 
age instead of economizing and becoming a self- 
insurer. | 

The State’s insurance plum has caused sev- 
eral politicians in the past to become insurance 


a 


agents overnight. Several close friends of Gov. 
Talmadge apparently are new at handling in- 
surance, too. 

The audit showed that quite a few political 
figures who are getting other State business 
through the Purchasing Agent’s office also are in 
the insurance business and have State policies. 


The State paid out $379,622 in premiums. 
State Auditor B. E. Thrasher contends that 
the State itself could have earned nearly 
$200,000 of this even if it had had the highest 
fire loss in its history. Records show that the 
State has never had a fire loss which ex- 
ceeded 50 percent of the amount paid for 


premiums. 


A report of the South Carolina Insurance 
Sinking Fund and Reinsurance Sinking Fund 
shows that State earned a net profit of $539,- 
157.53 last year by carrying its own insurance. 
South Carolina was one of the first States to 
adopt the practice, having begun in 1900. At 
present the State insurance provides nearly 
$98,000,000 in coverage for both State and County 
properties. 


Insurance men have opposed the idea of the 
State going into competition with private in- 
dustry. These same insurance men must feel a 
little funny, however, when they see the State 
administrations handing out some of the busi- 
ness to political friends who have just turned 
insurance agents in order to get the premiums. 
To the credit of the Talmadge Administration, 
however, it must be pointed out that the patron- 
age pie was sliced thinner than ever before— 
being divided among 500 agents. 


SECRETARY OF STATE Ben Fortson, Jr., 
and other Secretaries of State in national] con- 
vention in New Hampshire are trying to work 
out a method to keep from disfranchising citi- 
zens who move from one State to another.

His Heart 
Is on Mt. Ararat 


Others may pine for news of distant climes,

I can find no others so interested and I bore my associates 
wondering about it. I have little faith in the search. I do not 
think they will find Noah’s ark, with perhaps one of Noah’s old 
robes hanging on a nail behind the door, thoughtlessly left behind 
in the rush to set foot on land. But it is exciting just to think and 
So my heart is there on the Armenian mountains 
where the climbers search for the ark and the Russians glower

| territory and see some of Uncle Joe’s well-kept secrets. 


Gopher 


The ark was 300 cubits long (43914 feet), not a great 
deal longer than a football field, including the end 


zones. It was made of gopher wood (Gen. 6:14), and the best Bib- 


| lieal scholars agree this was merely an altered form of the Hebrew 
| word “kopher,” meaning resinous or pitch. Hence, the ark was 
made from the many resinous trees which yet grow in the Holy 


Land. It is a lasting wood, which can outlast storms and sun 
and snow. That has spurred the search. 


Mt Ararat [In the old Armenian language, according to the 
’ best books I can find, Ararat meant “the plains of 
the Aryans.” It was the ancient name for the fertile, mountain- 
ous plateau through which the River Aras, or Araxas, flows. Ara- 
rat appears in the Old Testament as the region to which the sons 
of Sennacherib fled after they had murdered the old gentleman 
(II Kings 19:37). It occupies the very center of the mountainous 
region of Armenia, belonging partly to Turkey and the rest to 
Russia. 


There is more trouble for those who have come to believe the 
Bible says the ark landed, or came to rest, on Mt. Ararat. It 
doesn’t say so. The King James version describes the site as “upon 
the mountains of Ararat.” The Roman Catholic Vulgate transla- 
tion reports it as “upon the mountains of Armenia.” 


Le end There is only legend that the ark, going where the 
g winds wished, landed on the highest peak. There is 
no single peak called Mt. Ararat. So, it would appear that in both 
the Vulgate and King James versions of the Bible the phrase de- 
scribed the entire mountainous district and had no idea of select- 
ing one single peak. 


So great was the interest in the story, however, that in com- 
paratively modern times the Armenians, to satisfy tourists and ark- 
seekers, came to call one mountain “The Mountain of the Ark.” 
It rises in two great volcanic cones, not properly peaks, known as 
Big and Little Ararat. Big Ararat is 16,912 feet high. In Western 
Asia only one other is higher. If you or your son served in the 
Persian Gulf Command, that highest one is familiar. It is Mt. 
Demavend, which is near Teheran, and was one of the more pleas- 
ant sights from Camp Amirabad. 


V Icano Further to complicate matters for my ark hunters, 
8 there was a terrific volcanic eruption in 1840 which 
changed the contour of the mountains and left a lot of lava all 
about. It also threw down great chunks of the mountain, filling 
up a valley and destroying thereby a flourishing village, a con- 
vent and a chapel to St. James. Not a soul escaped alive from 
the village or the religious institutions. 


So, our ark hunters had best hope they are on the wrong moun- 
tains. If the ark was there, or the ruins of it, the earthquake of 
1840 would almost surely have destroyed it. 

But man is a persistent animal and nothing intrigues him like 
mystery. The ark could be there. So, man hunts it. 


y ms Stories like those of our flying saucers and mysterious 
a shapes floating in air; reports of monsters in lakes—all 
these have their counterparts in the mountains of Ararat and re- 
ports about sighting the ark. They began a good 500 years before 
the birth of Christ. A Mesopotamian priest, Berosus, said he had 
heard of men climbing up to the ark and scraping the pitch off to 
use in medicines. He did not say he had, mind you. He had just 
heard. In 1800 an American, Egerton Sykes, visiting in Armenia, 
said that a Turk had told him of climbing up and finding the ark. 
Just a year ago a farmer said he looked up and saw an end of it 
sticking out from the snow. And so on. 


ats Many, many countries and most religions have 
Varieties legends of great floods, wiping out the then known 


civilizations save that which was saved by an ark. 


The Babylonians had one before the Hebrews. India has such 
a legend. So does Iceland, China and Wales. In Iran a good man 
was warned and built a high, circular wall and saved his family. 
The Babylonian legend says that three birds were sent out from 
an ark which had come to rest on a mountain peak protruding 
above the waters covering the earth. They were a dove, a swallow 
and a raven. The Greeks had a legend that King Deucalion built 
a great chest into which he put his family and pets and floated 
safely on a flood sent by great Zeus himself, King of the Gods, 
who temporarily was angry with the King. 

Well, it is a great story. And Noah’s is the best.

Faces the Rising Sun 


Chief Wah-na-sha, seven times chief of the 
Osages, is dead. He died the last Sunday in Au- 
ee gust, at Pawhuska, Okla. I read of his death and 

funeral in the Tulsa Tribune. 

He was 88 years old at death, which followed a long illness. 
In the white man’s tongue his name was Fred Lookout. He was 
buried in the full regalia of a chief, with the insignia of high honor, 
four horizontal lines of paint, on each cheek. In his casket was a 
beautifully fashioned spear with a red tuft of feathers at the top 
and there was food for the long voyage by his side 


According to the story by Roger V. Devlin of the Tribune staff, 
the Peyote religion of the Indians closely parallels the Christian 
faith, so there is no conflict between the two. 

Final rites for Chief Wah-na-sha were held for him in a Paw- 
huska Catholic Church, a brief interlude during which white man’s 
religion took charge. Otherwise, the services and burial were ac 


| cording to Osage tradition and the Peyote faith. 


: John Oberly, a tribal leader, spoke the fare- 
Tribal Farewell well in the sonorous Indian tongue. Trans- 
lated, he said: 

“Oh, my friends, all you who are here, all you of the Osages, 
we pay respect to this man, Mr. Lookout. 

“You see him lying here, his face turned toward God. Look at 
his face. He is recognizing God. 

“We aren’t losing him. We aren’t. He’s going up to next world. 
No sickness, no bad weather, no trouble in next world. 

“Man never die in next world. 

“Indian worship his God. White man, colored man worship their 
God. All good men worship God. 

“Gone is a great man. He joining God somewhere beyond sun. 
Look in his face. Already you see light of sun in his face.” 

Oberly then broke into a solemn dirge, following notes strange 
but somehow filled with pathos to the white man’s ear. 

“We shake his hand,” Oberly reminded. “That’s way we say 
goodbye to somebody taking long trip.” 

Then, as the family and friends moved past the casket, each 
laid a hand gently on the thin, cold hands of the late leader, giving 
him the departing handshake. 


In the front yard of the pleasant little home 
The Same Flag where Chief Wah-na-sha had lived and where 
the final rites were held, a small staff carried an American flag at 
half-mast. The colors had been given the chief by the Pawhuska 
American Legion in tribute to the members of the Osage tribe who 
had gone to war under that flag. 


Burial was at the top of a low hill a few miles east of Pawhuska. 
The burial rites, according to the Peyote religion, were private. 
Interment, obeying tradition, was at exactly the moment the sun 
touches its zenith, and the body was placed so that it faces the 
rising sun. The low hill where the chief lies, can be seen from the 
front yard of his home.

You think about that trying to analyze the 
reasons underlying the rapid growth and progress 
of Southern Brazil. For this area was originally 
colonized by Germans, Poles and Italians. And 
they, too, brought their wives. 


Porto Alegre is the only real city in all 
of Rio Grande do Sul. The remainder of its 
4,000,000 population lives on small farms or 
in the numerous little industrial communi- 
ties which crowd the countryside. Rio Grande 
do Sul, in short, is attaining the balanced 
agricultural-industrial economy for which so 
many areas in the U. S. have been striving. 
The people live on farms, a’ part of the 
family attending the planting, plowing and 
harvesting, the remainder working in a near- 
by town. 


Caxias is more or less typical, although with 
a population of 30,000, it is considerably larger 
than most. Caxias has one of South America’s 
largest metal works, the Metalurgica Abramo 
Eberle. Eberle, an Italian tinsmith, opened shop 
in a one-room wooden shack, a reproduction of 
which tops the six-story-plant in which 1,300 
workers today turn out cutlery, hardware and 
every imaginable metal product from hooks and 
eyes to anchors and manhole covers. 

Caxias also is the center of Brazil’s growing 
wine industry. All the wine Brazil consumed 
was imported until the Italians arrived with their 
grape seed and know-how. Now Brazil is ex- 
porting wine. The Michielon distillery is more 
or less typical of the several in operation in 
Caxias. Luiz Michielon and his wife came from 
Italy in 1875, started off in a small way at home. 
Today the plant has a capacity of 4,000,000 liters 
a year, has branched out into the grapejuice, 
vinegar and champagne fields.

As Caxias is a typical Italian colony, Novo 
Hamburgo, as the name implies, is a typical Ger- 
man one. It has over a hundred shoe factories, 
mostly small, which turn out an aggregate of 
20,000.000 pairs of shoes annually. Nearby Sao 
Leopoldo, another German colony, has a plant 
which fashions pots and pans out of sheet alumi- 
num from the States; another which makes air- 
plane-type luggage from the plentiful hides avail- 
able. . 


Porto Alegre has one of Brazil’s largest 
department stores, a nine-story affair begun, 
in a small way, by an Italian named Renner. 
As Renner’s has grown, it has been forced 
te branch out in order te acquire merchan- 
dise. Thus it now has a textile plant, hat 
factory, cutlery and porcelain. works, shoe 
factory and paint manufacturing plant, all 
of which supply, net only Renner’s, but 
other outlets as well. 


Rio Grande do Sul produces most of Brazil’s 
cigarette tobacco, a fluecured type not unlike 
that grown in Georgia and the Carolinas. The 
Anglo-American Tobacco Company has a vir- 
tual monopoly on the manufacture and sale of 
cigarettes, its products accounting for’ more than 
70 percent of all sold. The company has 20-odd 
different brands, incidentally, and is constantly 
producing new ones. Brazilian smokers differ 
from Stateside ones in that they have no long- 
time favorites, are eager to switch to something 
new. 

Brazil had a German immigration of less than 
200,000 in contrast to its several million Portu- 
guese. One can only speculate as to what the 
results would have been had there been more 
of those who, like the settlers in Rio Grande de

Subterfuge in Grady 


Editor Constitution: A situation exists in this 
éounty which should be corrected. Briefly stated, 
it is this: The County Board of Education em- 
ployed teachers for the 1941-1950 schol term 
several months ago. All teachers who taught 
during the past school year were required to 
sign the contract of employment for the new 
year and turn it into the superintendent on or 
about June 1. This contract provided that the 
teacher would be paid according to State sched- 
ule plus a 7% supplement for nine months (the 
supplement to be paid by the County Board). 
To illustrate: If a teacher were to be paid by the 
State $100 per month for 12 months, or a total 
of $1,200 for the year, the County Board would 
add to that amount $7 per month for nine 
months, or a total of $63 for the year. During 


the past schol year the County Board paid a 


supplement to the teachers. 

Keep in mind the fact that these contracts, 
signed by the teachers, were demanded several 
months ago. Otherwise, a new teacher was to be 
employed. 

Last week a meeting of ali teachers was 
called by the County School Superintendent. He 
then instructs the teachers: to return their con- 
tracts, telling them that the County Board is not 
going to pay the supplement promised. The 
only reason given is since the State is to in- 
crease teacher pay by 10%, and since that 
amounts to more than the 7% supplement prom- 
ised, the teacher should be satisfied. 

The teachers knew nothing of this until they 
were here—on the job—already at work. Many 
could have accepted work elsewhere at increased 


salaries.

The legend of the Roosevelt charm has been 
so bandied about it has become something like 
the old tale of the sailors who avoided the Lore- 
lei, lest they be dashed to bits on the rocks 
where they were lured. 

In all honesty, Eleanor Roosevelt does not 
deserve that billing. 


Her late husband may have been dynamic 
to the point of mesmerism, and the children 
may have flashing smiles and ingratiating 
personalities, but the tall, somewhat gaunt 
woman who has been the center of their 
fabulous homelife, is no more commanding 
than, say, the teacher of your Sunday School 
class, no more dangerously enchanting than 
your grandmother, no more come-hitherish 
than the good neighbor next door. 


And this is intended as a compliment to her. 

After a long lifetime of buffeting against 
events, of enduring the abrasions and contusions 
which come to those who sutfer from an active 
conscience and a tongue which will speak out 
against wrong, Mrs. Roosevelt has arrived at 
the age of 64 looking every hour of her years, 
and whatever dash she once may have had has 
been weathered and sanded down until her glow 
is nothing but kindness and good will. 

Her shoulders are bent slightly, and her 
muscles have given with time, leaving her fig- 
ure active but aging. Her hair is an indefinite 
color between gray and light brown, and it is 
dressed without chiv, in a tiny, vague bun at 
the back and a frizz of pompadour banks about 
her face. Her skin is brown, partly from sun, 
maybe, but mainly the brown of older woman- 
hood, and there are wrinkles about her throat 
and her neck. 

If there is magic in this woman’s presence, it 
is in her eyes, where personality is apt to glow 
long after physical beauty has faded. Mrs. 
Roosevelt’s eyes are very blue and round, and 
her lids crease around them, crinkling into 
smiles, and they have a great, quiet softness. 


Mrs. Roosevelt’s current biographers are 
apt to deal over-kindly with her selection of 
clothes, indicating she had great assurance 
in her apparel. This is not evident. In At- 
lanta she appeared by day in a flowered 
print dress, a pair of comfortable dark red 


shoes, with a little straw-colored hat on her 
head. By night she wore a tan lace and chif- 
fon dress of indefinite vintage. It could have 
come from the hands of a couturier, but it 
probably did not. 


The reason I am saying this is to point out 
that Mrs. Roosevelt does not warrant the bill- 
ing of a clever, sly creature who is alert to her 
every potential and thus is an acquaintance to be 
avoided. 

Moreover, she is an amazing contradiction 
on the platform. After probably more public 
appearances than any woman in the world, in 
more diversity of circumstances and situations, 
the chatelaine of the White House for the long- 
est time in American history seems like a novice 
on the stage. 

Mrs. Roosevelt’s voice is thin and reaches 
high peaks if she is not careful, and she is apt 
to illustrate her climaxes by a nervous little 
laugh which is almost girlish and self-conscious. 

She does not marshal her facts like a trained 
speaker, nor has she learned any of the gim- 
micks of oratory. Her voice is no facile tool to 
be used to stir the emotions of her listeners; her 
words no battering rams to pound into their 
souls. She has acquired none of the patness nor 
the slickness of the professional silver-tongued 
spellbinder. 

She is still an amateur. 

Yet she is a commanding woman of vast per- 
suasion and it is interesting to analyze why that 
is so. 


Listening to her many times in the last 
two days, I would say the attraction of the 
woman who has been called America’s only 
stateswoman is her utter simplicity. This 
simplicity is of verbiage and phraseology 
and of thinking and conviction. 


Regardless of how one feels about the ide- | 


ologies of economics, set in motion in the drastic 
’30s, often credited to or blamed on the Roose- 
velts, few will quarrel with Mrs. Roosevelt in 
her basic beliefs in human liberties. 

That is a long way from the cosmic role people 
imagine Mrs. Roosevelt playing. And perhaps 
it took a long road to lead her to that simple 
path so close to home.’

Charles Coburn,’ and later his 
appearances in full-stage pro- 
ductions of Shakespearean and 
other classic plays. He and his 
wife trained many of the bet- 
ter actors and actresses of the 
last generation. His company 
performed from eight to 12 
shows rer week in theaters from 
coast to coast and to many per- 
sons “The Coburns” constituted 
their sole knowledge of the 
stage and its actors. 

If memory serves me, I first 
saw the Coburns in Louisville, 
Ky., in 1905.

ID some strange secret lie behind the 
marital failure of George Gordon Byron, 
Sixth Lord Byron, England’s tempes- 

tuous 19th century poet? 

Before his recent death, the Rev. Frederick 
E. Byron, Tenth Lord Byron—a distant rela- 
tive of.the poet—claimed that it did; that the 
story the world had accepted for almost a4 
century and a half was false. 

“IT am one of four living persons who 
know why Byron and his wife parted com- 
pany,” he said in 1947. 

But the ‘secret—if there was “one—died 
with him in Thrumpton Hall, Derbyshire, 
England, last June. * He never betrayed it— 
nor did he namé the other three who, he said, 
knew it. 

There were many skeptics who doubted 
that he knew anything of significance—-who 
could not believe that there were any secrets 
left to tell about the tragi@ marriage of Byron 
and lovely Anne Milbanke. . 

From his earliest years, Byron had been 
an individual of wild, impulsive moods; of 
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deep, brooding resentments over which riotous 
humor sometimes rode like a froth. He 
plunged héadiong into love; and learned early 
that miany women found him irresistible. 

“Bad, mad, and dangerous to know,” he 
was. called by Lady Caroline Lamb, one of 
the many who fell in love with him at first 
sight. 

Byron, seeming to enjoy the scandals 
which centered about him, once said: 

“Marry I won't; silence old maids I can’t; 
and visit damsels I must.” 

That was the man that Anne Milbanke 
married Jan. 2> 1815, after once rejecting his 
proposal. Some, at the time, speculated that 
she had consented to marry him in the hope 
—which women so often have held when 


marrying men of Byron's type—that she 
could reform him. 

Friends viewed the marriage with regret. 
One, Anne Romilly, wife of Sir Samuel 
Romilly, wrote to an acquaintance: 

“Lord Byron, you will frobably have 
heard, is going to marry Miss Milbanke, one 
of the best, the most amiable and cleverest 
young women in the Kingdom. 

“She is making a most dangerous experi- 
ment, and I think that there appears to be a 
most general feeling of-regret on the subject. 
She decidedly refused him two years ago, and 
I believe that they ~have been in correspond- 
ence, On the subject ever since, a rather 
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dangerous thing tor a woman, let 
ciever as she may.” 

Anne was in love with her poet—but her 
happiness did not last long. In the carriage 
driving away for:their honeymoon, it is said, 
Byron insulted her, saying that he hated the 
sight of her, and making disparaging remarks 
about her appearance. 

One contemporary account was written by 
Anne Romilly in another of her letters, pub- 
lished in a volume, “Romilly-Edgeworth 


her be as 


Letters, 1813-1818,” edited by Samuel Romilly. . 


Mrs. Ramilly wrote that it “is; I believe, 
fact, that within a few hours of their mar- 
riage, he told her that he had only married 
her to be revenged upon her ... How fatally 
have all the predictions of this unhappy mar- 
riage been verified, and what a melancholy 
instance is Lord Byron of talents misapplied 
and passions unrestrained.” 

They took up residence in London, and 
remained together for an. unhappy year, 
Byron's gloomy moods, his contempt for her,

his debts—there were constant scenes with 
creditors—together with his infidelities made 
life increasingly unbearable for her. } 

She feared; at times, that he was losing 
his mind—though a doctor whom she asked 
to observe him told her her fears were ground- 
less. She resented, too, his deep attachment 
for his alf-sister,‘Mrs. Augusta Leigh, whom 
Anne viewed with suspicion. 

According to some authorities, Byron’s 
continued and seemingly undue devotion. to 
his half-sister was one of the principal causes 
of his marital failure. Mrs. Leigh spent much 
time visiting. the Byrons—and Anne found her 
an unwelcome intruder. 

Even the birth of a daughter on Dec. 10, 
1815, could not, bring happiness to the mar- 
riage; and on Jan. 16, 1816, Anne went with 
her daughter to her parents’ home. In 
February her father wrote Byron to say that 
Anne would not return to him, and Anne con- 
firmed it a few days later in a letter of her 
own. 

Byron flew into a fury; speaking and 
writing vindictively of her family, and Anne’s 
old nurse, Mrs.-Clermont, whom he blamed for

“breaking up his marriage.” In a letter which 
he wrote at the time, Byron referred to a 
Suggesiien made by friends that there should 
be a... ‘amicable separation’”’ and said: “A 
phrase which I don’t quite understand, but 
which means, I suppose, something the same 
as a hosiile alliance.’’ 

Anne went to Sir Samuel Romilly for legal 
advice—but their separation was arranged 
privately, and was not taken to court. Byron, 
in the poem, “Farewell,” which he wrote when 
he realized she would not come back to him, 
Said: 

“Though my many faults defaced me, 

Could no other arm be found, 
Than the one which once embraced me, 
To infiict a cureless: wound.”’ 
_ He affected not to know why Anne left 
him. But the opinion among students of 
literature in Engiand today was that there 
was no secret, beyond his erratic, tempestuous 
life, to explain the failure of his marriage. 
_ The Byrons have been a strongly reli- 
gious family. In addition to the tenth Lord 
Byron, at least five have been clergymen, and 
five Byrons married clergymen’s daughters. 

It might be natural for such a family,-it 
was said, to attempt to soften the scandals 
surrounding their poetical ancestor.

LOND, spirited Mary Vail Cameron, daugh- 
ter of one of the last of the cattle barons 
and reputedly a millionairess in her own 

right, stepped out of character this summer— 
and it was a long, surprising step. 

For years she has been Known as a sports- 
woman. She rode spirited horses, trained thor- 
oughbred dogs, won many a blue ribbon for 
her expensive hobbies. Yet in a North Carolina 
court she let it be known that under the law 
She was actually a pauper. 

Her attorney, in her divorce suit brought 
against her husband, Bruce Barclay Cameron, 
son of the former mayor of Wilmington, N. C., 
told the judge: “‘She came to him (Mr. Cameron) 
a pauper and she left him a pauper. She re- 
mains a pauper.” 

“You couldn’t have made it more emphatic,” 


said Superior Court Judge J. Paul Frizzelle. ; 


That was the way Mary Vail Cameron wanted 
it. She wanted the court to recognize her legally 
as a pauper so‘that under the “pauper clause” 
of North Carolina’s law she could sue her hus- 
band for alimony. 

It is a queer statute, but definite. It permits 
a judge to authorize anyone to sue as a pauper 
if two provisions are fulfilled. First, you 
must take a “‘pauper’s oath,”’ swearing that 
you own no real estate in North Carolina 
although you may be worth millions out- 
side the state. Second, you must prove by 
one witness, or more, that you have a 
good cause to bring suit. 

This was what Mrs. Cameron did, 
and in the first phase of what prom- 
ised to be an historic legal battle she 
won, pending appeal, $800 a month 
alimony, $10,000 for trial expenses 
and lawyers’ fees, while her bhus- 
band, despite ‘her efforts, ret» >°d 
legal custody of the Camerons’ tw> little 
daughters. 

Having complied with the pauper law, 
she found it didn’t matter that her husband 
alleged that her father was worth $8,500 000, or 
that she is reputed to own property which in- 
cluded 15,000 acres of land in California, worth 
$50 to $100 an acre; interest in 75,000 acres of 
ranch land worth $20 an acre; 8,000 beef cattle; 
a half interest in Santa Rosa island, valued at 
$500,000; a half interest in 10,000 cattle on the 
island; extensive property in Los Angeles, and 
‘‘a thoroughbred horse which may be entered in 
horse shows for prize money.”’

HE late supper in Marlborough House had 
been more than a snack and when the 
Prince of Wales pushed himself back from 

the table he complained of the heat, and won- 
dered, aloud, if something could be done about it. 

Something was done, by a beau@ful young 

woman With pink cheeks and luxuriant hair that 
always looked like the wind had just ruffled it 
and was ready to do it again. She dropped a 
piece of ice down the back of the Prince’s neck. 

It was the end of a beautiful friendship. The 

Prince of Wales went on to become King 
Fdward VII; Mrs. Emily Charlotte Langtry, 
suddenly dropped by royalty, went on the stage 
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to win fame as an actress and renown .as a 
reigning beauty. 

Lily Langtry was a tomboy at heart from 
the time she was able to toddle on the green 
pastures of the Isle of Jersey. The fresh winds 
from the English Channel gave her the com- 
plexion that was to become the envy of every 
woman who saw her, and they gave her tresses 
an unruly start. 

The same winds brought her to the attention 
of a wealthy man and, after a fashion, launched 
her on a career that found truth nudging fiction 
into the wings of the stage. . 

The winds made it impossible for Edward 
Langtry to continue his yachting in comfort and 
he put up at St. Helier (or St. Hilliers), capital 
of the tiny island of Jersey. 
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After Lily Langtry's Extravagances

That was his 
first mistake. 

. Lond@r and its best people welcomed Lily 
Langtry with open arms. There was some

ILLAIS, the popular painter of the period, did 
her portrait, which took one of the places 
of honor in the Royal Academy exhibition. 

“It has no title,”’” somebody suggested to the 
artist. ‘‘Do you have something in mind?” 

“T have. And it has just come to me. I will 
call it the Jersey Lily. She has all the youth 
and the beauty of the tender blooms we asso- 
ciate with the island. She even seems to nod 
with the breeze, even in the painting.” 

The Jersey Lily painting, and its model, 
became famous overnight. A special showing 
was arranged for the Prince of Wales and his 
party and, in no time at all, Lily Langtry was 
the first lady on the list when impromptu invita- 
tions to informal parties were issued. 

Refreshing in life as she was in the portrait, 
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the Jersey Lily remained a favorite of the future 
King for three years. Then came the fateful 
supper, the sudden Heat and the sudden caprice 
when she dropped the piece of ice in the wrong 
place, 

Years later, in her memoirs, she insisted 
the incident had not taken place, but other testi- 
mony outweighed hers. If it hadn’t been a 
piece of ice, it must have been a word dropped 
at the wrong time in the wrong gathering. 
Lily Langtry was banished from the royal court. 

Meantime, Edward Langtry, seldom seen in 
the circles where his beautiful .wife moved, 
awakened to find there was comparatively little 
money left. 

The parties at which she had presided, the 
furnishing of the town house and traveling ex- 
penses had reduced him from the post of wealthy 
man to man of moderate means. 


HE Jersey Lily looked at the bank state- 

ments, at the bills still due, and made her 
decision. 

“No matter what has happened recently,” 
she said, “I am still a beautiful woman and I 
will die the same. Men and 
women, especially men, will 
pay for the privilege of 
seeing me. I shall go on 
the stage.”

“You see,” the Lily was 
quoted as saying,.“I am so 
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highly inflammable things catch on fire when I 
only approach them. What would have happened 
if I had actually appeared on the stage?”’ 

Whether she actually said it or an early day 
press agent said it for her was of no moment-— 
Lily Lantry was on the front page again and 
when she opened her tour a month later at 
Wallack’s in “‘An Unequal Match,” there was 
standing room only available. 

Again, the critics seemed in agreement that 
she was beautiful, but she was not a great 
actress. Oscar Wilde thought differently. The 
temperamental poet was indignant over the 
treatment she received in New York and London 
newspapers, 

She needed, he decided, a play written espe- 
cially for her and by the best playwright avail- 
able. That, according to some accounts, is what 
inspired Oscar Wilde to write “Lady Winde- 
mere’s Fan,” starring Lily Langtry, a play that 
has been revived successfully at regular intervals, 

Where was Edward Langtry, the man who 
brought her out of obscurity, all this time? He 
was backstage in the drama of matrimony. 

“We seldom see each other or communicate,” 
the Jersey Lily told inquiring newspapermen, 
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“We are still friends,” she continued, “but—” 

The separation, it developed, had lasted for 
14 years when Lily finally won her divorce in 
the little town of Lakeport, Calif., in 1897. 

Langtry had fought hard «nd _ successfuily 
on two previous occasions when his wife nad 
attempted to obtain a legal separation, but this 
time he was apparently too old and tired to win 
a counter-action. 

He died a few months after the decree was 
entered and Lily Langtry, in San Francisco, 
returned to her tomboy days. 

“You think I have the best known face, the 
best known figure in the world?” she inquired 
of guests at a champagne supper. “My friends, 
nobody is that well known. I will wager I can 
walk the streets of your city for an hour and 
no one will say: 

“*Look, there is Lily Langtry!’ ”’ 

The bet was made and Lily won. She made 
her own costume of rags from a basement 
closet and shoes she found in an alley and her 
sidewalk impersonation of a derelict was voted, 
by those following, as the bes. per.ormance of 
her career. 

She was ready to bet, or fight, on other 
occasions when listeners doubted that the town 
of Lanetry, Tex., was named after her. 

“It was named after a railroad contractor ” 
was the only statement needed to arouse the 
Lily’s ire. 

‘‘Who is the best known man in Texas now?” 
was her answer. 

“Well, Judge Bean. represents Law West of 
the Pecos—”’ 

“Write him. Better yet, wire him.” 


UDGE ROY BEAN answered promptly. Be- 

cause of her beauty, he explained, the rugged 
men of. his section in Texas had decided to 
name a town after her and had invited her to 
“play a piece in her very qwn town.” 

She couldn’t do it, because of previous en- 
gagements, but Lily Langtry wanted to be 
remembered in Langtry; she wanted to donate 
a drinking fountain to the community. That 
roiled him, Judge Bean said, ‘‘because if there’s 
one thing we don’t drink hereabouts, it’s water.” 

Her first visit to the town was paid, umor- 
tunately, after Bean’s death. 

Considering the pace of her life, the Jersey 
Lily should have been content to rest on her 
achievements and her clippings when she reached 
the age of 47.: Possibly she went home to her 
native island with that purpose in mind. 

The beauty had not faded, however, and the 
charm was always there. Sir Hugo de Bathe 
was one of a number of suitors that kept her 
busy shaking her head in the negative. His 
family was one of the oldest and wealthiest in 
the British Empire. 

Sir Hugo had other assets, including youth 
and good looks. He was 28 when he became the 
second husband of Lily Langtry, not quite twice 
his age. 

The marriage was only incidental where the 
theatrical career of the Jersey Lily was con- 
cerned. She stayed on tour and, sometimes, 
he went with her. 

It lasted 28 years, but for the final 15 years 
they had separate establishments on the Riviera 


before divorce ended the relationship. 

Lily Langtry made her last stage appearance 
in 1919 and went into semi-retirement, emerging 
on occasions such as 1927. 

That was the year a British author published 
a book linking her name with that of Gladstone, 
twice Prime Minister, and the Lily, supposedly 
languid, came out of her deck chair fighting mad. 

“T advise you to sue,” she told Gladstone’s 
son. “Your father and I were never anything 
but good friends. As a matter of fact, prac- 
tically all the men I have Known were nothing 
but friends.”’ 


HE was smiling when they found her dead 

on Feb. 12, 1929, presumably of a heart at- 
tack. There were plenty of reasons for the smile 
if she died in the midst of her memories; of the 
friendship with the Prince of Wales and the 
Prime Minister and numerous crowned and un- 
crowned rulers of the world. 

Maybe tomboyhood had returned to her, too, 
and she was thinking about the piece of ice that 
somebody, somewhere, had dropped down a 
Prince’s neck——and never confessed.

One of this nation’s foremost physicians, Dr. 


._Walter C, Alvarez, professor qf medicine in the 


Mayo Foundation University of Minnesota, re- 
cently said at a medical meeting: “‘Some women 
make a mess of their lives because they cus- 
tomarily waste $10 worth-of energy on a ten- 
cent problem.”’ He has particularly studied 
the kind of women who suffer from migrainous 
headaches. 

A young woman bank teller was one of the 
patients reported on by Dr. Alvarez. When busi- 
ness was slow, she found her work pleasant, but 
whenever the line of depositors outside her win- 
dow grew too long, her nerves went to pieces. 

In the case of another woman, a harmless 
telephone call brought on a severe attack of 
migraine. Hurrying from her bedroom to answer 
the ring, this woman, on lifting the receiver, 
heard the operator say, “One moment, please,’ 
and report that a distant city was calling. As 
she waited, the suspense became unbearable. 
The city which the operator had mentioned was 
the one in which her daughter and grandchild 
lived. Panicky thoughts of possible harm or ill- 
ness suffered by the child rushed into her uncon- 
trolled imagination. 

In a moment the operator said that the call 
was for her husband, and it turned out to be 
only a business message. Yet the woman was 
limp, exhausted and trembling when she left the 
telephone, and her whole day was spoiled. 


Why Get 


Dr. Alvarez’s study of the patients of mi- 
erainous headaches has been especially fruitful 
in showing that many women are needlessly and 
erroneously treated for diseases which they do 
not have at all, or only in minor degrees. 

“The outstanding characteristics of the mi- 
grainous woman,” according to Dr. Alvarez, “are 
her hyper-sensitiveness, her quickness of thought 
and movement and her tendency to get tense, to 
worry, to tire easily, to wilt suddenly, to sleep 
poorly.” 

One of the physician’s patients, a woman, 
told him, “I never packed my bags when I was 
soing on a trip; mother had to do it because I 
was too ill from excitement.” 

Another woman stated: “When a child I 
never got to a picnic, because I always got sick 
with anticipation.” 

The typical migrainous woman, says Dr. 
Alvarez in one of his medical reports, “gets 
tired from putting too much emotion and con- 
cern into little things,” 
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No wonder there are millions of people, 
especially women, who are always complaining 
of needless fatigue and a host of other baffling, 
chronic ailments. Their disabilities and unhap- 
piness arise from not knowing how to conserve 
and use their physical and emotional energy. 

Many women suffer from “bloating.” They 
and, their doctors, usually.attribute this condi- 
tion to “gas in the*™stomach.” They receive 
wrong treatments. What happens in most of 
these cases is that the abdominal muscles con- 
tract because of nervous, emotional disturbances, 
The attack may follow eating something, but the 
food merely acts as a trigger to start the nervous 
reaction which contracts the abdominal muscles. 

A 51-year-old woman suffered from attacks 
of -bloating. Doctors wanted to open her ab- 
domen, remove the gall bladder, explore the 
stomach and carry out other costly and drastic 
treatments. But Dr. Alvarez talked to her, and 
found that she was unhappy in her home life. 
Her husband had resumed correspondence with

his boyhood sweetheart of 30 years before, The 
physician straightened out the tangle, and the 
woman was completely cured. 

Dr. Alvarez wishes that -physicians could 
spend more time talking to each patient about 
his or her personal life, and not depend for diag- 
nosis solely on X-ray and other laboratory tests. 


They would do better to diagnose and treat: 


the person, not the symptoms as revealed in 
tests and readings. The chronic patient, always 
ill with some ailment or other, usually is a per- 
son whose troubles are due to much ‘nervousness 
and worry and perhaps unhappiness. 

If women, and men, too, could only learn to 
know the limits of their physical and emotional 
strength, and to live within these limits, there 
would be much less unhappiness and much less 
dosing with costly and needless medicine. When 
a person is impelled to drive himself, or herself, 
unnecessarily, it is best tod consult a competent 
psychiatrist. Most people, however, are intelli- 
gent enough to help themselves when their ill- 
ness is caused by a useless expenditure of their 
mental, emotional and physical resources,

Many Have Tried, But Only a 
Few —Like Old Rosebud and 
Lucky Draw—Have Succeeded

RIv=D came back to the races and 

aiter him Assault. Then Assault won 
4 a smashing victory in the Brooklyn 
Handicap and Stymie was reported in train- 
ing for his 127th start. Citation was also 
getting ready. 

Horsemen foresaw a booming, four-star 
fall season for racing. 

Unless something happened—some new 
injury or training setback or switch in 
Stable plans—all four of the turf’s top 
money winners would be running again in 
the late 1949 classics. 

But they would be running after pro- 
longed layoffs and all the racing world 
wondered how they would do. How would 
they fare when put to the test? How much 
of their former greatness was left? How 
little? 

By midsummer, Assault had proved that 
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a champion can come back. The injury- 
jinxed King Ranch star—a failure at stud 
—showed the sharpest observer he was 
ready for any horse running. 

He made his first start 16 months after 


his retirement. It was a seven-furlong. 


dash at New York’s Aqueduct track and 
he was beaten by a nose in a race he could 
have won, observers said, had the jockey 
chosen to rouse him, : 

Next came the $50,000 Brooklyn Handi- 
cap, also at Aqueduct, where he thrashed 
such high class routers as Vulcan’s Forge, 
Flying Missel, Phalanx, Bug Juice and Con- 
niver. 

The time for the mile and a quarter was 
close to the record and Assault came from 
behind to win in a roaring stretch drive. 

It lifted the six-year-old chestnut’s 
earnings to $668,020, making him a closer 
fourth to Stymie, Citation and Armed. 

Armed started earlier than Assault and 
the famous Calumet gelding, now eight, 
demonstarted he was still a horse to be 
reckoned with. 

Beaten two or three times by his fleet 
stablemate, Coaltown, he did manage to 
win once and raise his purse earnings to 
$786,945. 

Stymie, Hirsch Jacobs’ heavy duty 
racer, is also eight. He has been away 
from the track since he was injured at New 
Jersey’s Monmouth Park more than a year 
ago. Last spring, he was mated to 14 
mares—and Jacobs still hopes he’ll be the 
turf’s first horse millionaire. Before his 
1949 return, he had collected $911,335 in 
purses, 

Then there’s Citation, the only horse 
they dare to compare with Man o’ War. 
Little has been heard about the Calumet 
superhorse since a leg injury took him out 
of racing’many months ago. 

But he’s the one that could set an all- 
time record for dollar earnings. Only four, 
winner of 27 of 29 races and second the 
other two times, his mark stood this sum- 
mer at $865,150—a matter of only a couple 
of big purses behind the leader. 

Another comeback horse this year was 
Young Peter, winner of the 1947 Travers 
and other stakes. While finishing out of 
the money in his first start, Young Peter 
put on a stirring streteh run. 

Perhaps a glimpse into the past might 
offer a surer line on the chances of these 
mighty racers to-come back.

The records show that where many 
have tried only few have succeeded. 

Undoubtedly the greatest comeback in 
the history of American racing was made 
by Old Rosebud, Kentucky Derby winner 
of 1914, 

As a two-year-old, Old Rosebud won 12 
races and finished second twice in 14 starts. 
At three, he won a mile race at Lexington 
and then the Derby. 

Matt Winn’s classic was a breeze for 
the tall son of Uncle and the mare, Ivory 
Bells. He was only galloping at the end, 
setting a new record for the race and fin- 
ishing eight lengths in front. 

Old Rosebud was winning his next start, 
the Withers, when he broke down. He 
didn’t race again for three years, returning 
in 1917 to win 15 out of 21 races under 
heavy weight handicaps and against the 
greatest horses of his era. 

Old Rosebud raced till he was 10, his 
career finally ending when he was so badly 
injured he had to be destroyed, In all, he 
won 40 of his 80 starts, was ond in 13 
and third in eight. pe Beith 

' Another memorable comeback was 
staged by Seabiscuit. The Biscuit was 
knocked out of training for the 1939 Santa 
Anita Handicap, but came back to win the 
$100,000 fixture a year later. 

The most impressive comeback thus far 
in the ’40s, and surely one of the most 
spectacular anywhere, was that of Lucky 
Draw. Bad tendons were all that stopped 
this swift son of Jack High from approach- 
ing, perhaps even passing, Stymie’s money- 
winning figure. "7 

Lucky Draw broke down twice and re- 
turned to the starting gate three times in 
all. Missing for the entire year of 1945, he 
came back in 1946 at the age of five and 
set six track records in a single year. 

These were: one and 3/16 miles at 
Jamaica; one and 4, miles at Monmouth; 
one and 3/16 at Saratoga; one and 1), at 
Saratoga; one and 3/16 at Narragansett; 
one and 1, at Atlantic City. 

In the $25,000 Monmouth Handicap, he 
beat Stymie by six lengths and trounced 
him again in the Butler Handicap at Em- 
pire City, in Yonkers, N. Y, 

These, then, are some of the few mighty 
thoroughbreds that have come back. Their 
number is small, but they have answered 
an old question—whatever the future holds 
for such as Citation, Assault, Armed or 
Stymie.

HF'N Lucile Peirey was 5 years old, she 
planted a row of beans in the family 

garden. They came up nicely, each 

shoot carrying with it, as is the custom of 
beans, the split seed from which it spranc. 
Lucile promptly replanted them, with the seed 
again in the ground and the roots in the air. 
The neeative results of this op:ra ion con- 
vinec 1 hor that she didn’t want to be a gardener. 

That same year she caught the mumps and 
communicated them to her grandmether. She 
was so penitent that she spent mos. of her wak- 
ing hours at the grandmother’s beside. The 
satisfaction she gained from every little thing 
she was able to do for the sick woman con- 
vinced her ihat she ought to become a nurse. 

It was a decision she has never regretted. 
Her lifelong devotion to nursing was rewarded 
the other day when she became a general— 
a dainty and frilly little general in buttons and 
bows, to be sure, but nevertheless the first wom- 
an general in the uniformed forces of the 
United States Government. : 

The kindliness that is so inherently a part 
of Lucile Petrey’s personality had earned her 
the nickname of Little Miss Santa Claus even 
when she was in the early grades of school. 
Her father, a schoolteacher, was employed in 
Lewisburg, Ohio, when she was born. Later he 
became a principal in West Manchester and 
Farmersville, in the same state. 

There had been no nurses in either side of 
her family and, excent for the incidence of 
mumps, the household had been so healthy that 
nurses were completely foreign to her environ- 
ment Nevertheless, for some mysterious reason 
which her father never was able to fathom. 
Lucile seemed to know instinctively how a nurse 
should function. 

After her grandmother recovered, she alwavs 
managed to discover a serious ailment in one of 
her dolls. Playtime, to her, was to convert the 
nursery into a dispensary in which maladies 
were diagnosed and seemingly appropriate rem- 
edies applied. Unfortunately iodine was one of 
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classes and studies were spent in hos- 
pitals. Her aptitude was recognized 
immediately and before long she was 
being assigned to special cases _ in 
spite of her lack of formal training. 
Watching her first operation, a com- 
plicated piece of eye surgery, she was 
fascinated by the’skill of the surgeon 
and the deftness of his nurse. 

“T knew then I had chosen the 
right profession,” she said. “I realized 
that nursing is the highest calling to 
which any woman can aspire.” 

After college she trained at the 
Johns Hopkins School of Nursing, 
winning a scholarship which she used 
to earn a master’s degree. She stayed 
at the hospital for two years as a 
nurse and then went into teaching. In 
addition to editing eight textbooks on 
nursing, she has been on the faculties 
of Johns Fiopkins, Yale, the Univer- 
sity of Washington. 

When the United States entered 
the war, one of the most vital prob- 
lems was how to free experienced 
civilian nurses for service in military 
hospitals without endangering the 
health of the civilian population. 

The brunt of this task fell to the 
U. S. Public Health Service, one of the 
oldest but least known branches of 
the government. Organized by an act 
of Congress in 1798 to provide medical 
and hospita! care for merchant sea- 
men, its 2.000 commissioned officers 
and 15,000 civilian employes now per- 
form many important functions. 

Dr. Thomas Parran, wartime Sur- 
geon General of the service, sum- 
moned Lucile to Washington for con- 
sultation and advice. -Her suggestion, 
the creation of a Cadet Nurses Train- 
ing Corps to be paid while taking in- 
tensive training in colleges.and uni- 
versities, sounded so praciical that he 
asked her to take charge of it. 

She entered the service as Nurse 
Director, a rank equivalent to a cap- 
tain in the Navy or a colonel in the 
Army. Her trim blue uniform had 
four stripes on the sleeve and there 
was an eagle on her cap. The brass 
and braid looked out of place on her 
five-foot figure, but there was no mis- 
taking her ability. In a few weeks she 
had boosted the number of student 
nurses from 85,000 to 1°0,000. 

While she was attending the Inter- 
national Council of Nurses in Stock- 
holm the other day, ler reward 
arrived in tre form of a message from 
the White !*ouse: 

“Congratulations on your appoint-

her favorites, and before long her dolls bore a 
striking resemblance to Indians on the warpath. 

When her faiher decided to give her extra 
instruction at home, the subjects she was most 
interested in were physics and chemistry. She 
knew considerable abovt both at an early age, a 
circumstance which was very helpful when she 
eventuaily matriculated at the University of 
Delaware. 

College life wasn’t easy, since Lucile had 
to help pay her way by waiting on tables, book- 
keeping and participating in various selling cam- 
paigns, but when she discovered that a co-ed 
could also earn money by being a nurse’s aid, 
she had a wonderful time. 

All the hours that could be sparod from her 


ment as Assistant Surgeon General, U. S. Pub- 
lic Health Service.” 

It meant she ‘had the same rank as a 
brigadier general—the first of her sex ever to 
achieve that stature.

YING unclaimed and abandoned in every 
| city and town in the United States there 
is a golden treasure of forgetten money-—— 
money to which someone, somewhere, has a just 
and legal claim. 
Is some of this money yours? 
* * * 


Everybody in Wilkes-Barre, Pa., knew the 
Sturdevants. 

They were one of the pioneer families. Old 
Colonel S. H. Sturdevant once owned extensive 
lumber rights along the Susquehanna River 
from Wilkes-Barre to the New York State line. 
When his four sons came of age, he took them 
into his business. 

Ever since the telephone first came to town, 
Sturdevants have been listed in the Wilkes-Barre 
directory. _ 

So it seemed a little strange to Colonel 
Sturdevant’s heirs that it took a Wilkes-Barre 
bank almost 50 years to find them, after he died. 
The bank notified the heirs only recently that 
it held money for them. 

The amount wasn't large—-$395 in a non- 
interest-drawing account in the name of S. H. 
Sturdevant & Sons. 

But it was new and striking evidence of how 
widespread is this’ unclaimed wealth—revealed 
by The American Weekly in a recent series of 
articles entitled “Forgotten Millions.”’ 

It was proof, too, of something else: the 
power of advertising to reach those entitled to 
a share of this forgotten fortune. For not until 
the bank was required to advertise the dormant 
account as the result of a recent decision by the 
Pennsylvania Supreme Court, did the Sturdevant 
heirs learn about the money. 

In that decision, the court ruled that na- 
tional banks in Pennsylvania must comply with 
a state law requiring long-dormant accounts to 
be first advertised, and then, if they -remain 
unclaimed, to be turned over to the state treas- 
ury. All dormant accounts turned over to the 
State may later be claimed—with 2 per cent 
interest—by those entitled to them. 

“The Pennsylvania law certainly helped us,” 
Said one of the Sturdevant heirs. “My father’s 
death in 1928, and my grandmother’s death in 
1947 attracted wide newspaper notice in Wilkes- 
Barre. At least one director knew my father

well. Yet it wasn’t until the account was adver- 
tised that we learned of it.”’ 

Meanwhile, the passing years reduced the 
number of heirs entitled to share the $395 from 
at least 25 to four. 

Often forgotten wealth comes suddenly to 
the aid of men and women who are in desperate 
need of it—as it did to 22-year-old Alice Spenser 
in Boston. 

Crippled, and alone in the world following 
the deaths of her parents, Alice remembered 
that, years before, her mother had told her: 

“Alice, your grandfather was a wealthy man. 
He ran away and abandoned his family.” 

Alice took the tale to a lawyer, who asked 
Louis and Milton S. Altshuler, Boston geneal- 
ogists, to check: it. The Altshulers learned that 
the grandfather, Henry S. Martin, had gone to 
Fort Wayne, Ind., about 1907. 

Louis Altshuler went to Fort Wayne. A 
search of public records showed that Martin had 
once lived in a lodging house there--and Alt- 
shuler was able to find the landlady. Although 
Martin had left years before, she recalled him. 

“He used to go with a woman named Trow- 
bridge,”’ she said. “I heard that Mrs. Trow- 
bridge went to Nevada to get a divorce—and I 
think Mr. Martin followed her and married her.” 

Following a faint trail through Nevada into 
California, Altshuler learned that Martin had, 
indeed, married Mrs. Trowbridge, and that he 
had died in 1921, leaving her his estate. Alt- 
shuler found Mrs. Trowbridge, and told her 
about Alice. 

“IT never knew Henry had been married 
before,’’ she said. “Of course, we've got to take 
care of the girl.”’ 

Alice received $51,000. 

In Roxbury, Mass., a middle-aged widow, 
Mrs. Helen Donovan, was going through some 
old papers in her attic, when she came across 
a newspaper picture of an aunt she had almost 
forgotten—Mrs. Thomas Wiley, who, with her 
husband, owned a hotel in Dallas. 

She asked Milton Altshuler to find out if she 
was entitled to anv money from the Wileys. 
Altshuler flew to Dallas, learned that the Wileys 
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had died a few years ago—-and established the 
fact that Mrs. Donovan was one of their heirs. 
She received $13,000. 

Sometimes the search for missing depositors 
must follow devious channels. There was the 
case of the German waiter in one of New York’s 
better restaurants. He deposited $4,000 in the 
East River Savings Bank in New York—-and 
then apparently vanished in 1938. 

Bank investigators recently checked every 
house in the block in which his last-known 
address was located—a_ section of roaming 
houses—and at last found a girl who had known 
him. He had gone to Germany in 1938, she 
said, and had been unable to return because of 
the war. She wrote him a cautious note, which 
would not reveal to German authorities that he 
had funds in this country: 

“Your friends down on the East River would 
like to hear from you.” 

His reply was: 

‘Regards to all, especially my East River 
friends. I'll be bacK as soon as I can arrange 
transportation. Tell them I'll see them soon.” 

These people found forgotten money. Per- 
haps you can, too. 
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N eight-year-old legal battle 
involving $20,000,000, the 
British government, and the 
estate of a man who once shared 
control of butcher shops, ranches, 
warenouses and freezing works all 
over the world, recently came to a 
conclusion in  England’s’ august 
Iiouse of Lords. 

To the man in the street, the 
dry legalities of the situation were 
made colorful because they brought 
back memories of a little Nebraska 
farm girl who rose from a $12-a- 
week stenographer to, become one 
of the world’s richest women. 

The girl was the late Evelyn 
Brodstone, and the legal fracas con- 
cerned the estate of her husband, 
Lord William Vestey, who died in 
i940, 

It was estimated that when the 
late Lord Vestey died, he and his 
brother, Sir Edmund Hoyle Vestey, 
who is now 83, had business inter- 
ests exceeding $24,000,000. 

Tax commissioners, investigating, 
learned that in 1921 the Vesteys 
had leased—-to three men—proper- 
ties in Paris that yielded rents of 
about a million pounds a year. The 
Crown claimed tax and surtax on 
the income from this property for 
the five years from 1937 to 1941. 
In 1946 a judgment in favor of the 
Crown was given in the High Court. 

A few weeks ago the House of 
Lords reversed the ruling, holding 
that the Crown had failed to estab- 
lish its claim. That closed the case 
that,” for human interest, couldn't 
compare with the story of Evelyn 
Brodstone, one of the 
most spectacularly 
successful girls who 
married her boss on 
record. 
invelyn, the daugh-

Evelyn, somewhat fearful, was called 
in to take some important dictation. 
In spite of her nervousness, Vestey 
was so impressed by her quiet man- 
ner that he made her his secretary. 

steadily her responsibilities and 
her salary rose along with the boom- 
ing business, until finally she was 
earning $250,000 a year-—and then 
she was offered a partnership. 

As trouble shooter for the com- 
pany’s vast plants in China, South 
America, Australia and other re- 
mote spots, she braved revolutions, 
jungles and pirates with calm com- 
petence and aplémb, and then helped 
her boss start the Blue Star Line, 
consisting of 40 ocean-going refrig- 
eraior ships, to ensure the safe de- 
livery of their products. 

In 1922, Vestey was made a 
peer, in return for his many phi- 
lanthropies. A year later his wife, 
who through the years had been a 
close friend of Evelyn’s, died. About 
a year after that, Vestey and Eve- 
lyn were married in New York. 

The former farm. girl became 
Lady Vestey at the age of 49, the

IGH over the treacherous mountain tops 

of British East Africa, the sun glistened 

brightly on a silvery airplane. Osa and 
Martin Johnson were returning from their last 
jungle adventure together. ; 

The famous pair of explorers peered at the 
great uncivilized valley below. No road was cut 
to mar its tangled beauty. 

Amidst the rocky hills, volcanic slag and 
scattered water holes were hundreds of thou- 
sands of wild. animals; giraffes with coats of 
gleaming bronze satin; sleek zebras with iri- 
descent lustre on their striped hides; herds of 
ivory-tusked elephants. 

In their constant search for game to photo- 
graph, the Johnsons had never seen such a vast 
number as in that uncharted valley. The pilot 
flew low. From the cockpit, Martin Johnson 
photographed the elephants, nearly 10,000 of 
them——-Osa said in a recent interview with The 
American Weekly. Usually elephants travel in 
small groups, she added. 

The Johnsons couldn’t land in this animal 
utopia. Their provisions v ~e low and they had 
to head for camp, miles « ant. 

“We will return,” Martin said to Osa. 

“Yes, we will return,” his wife echoed. 

Fate had other ideas. 

The next year, in January, 1937, the John- 
sons were flymg from Salt Lake City to fulfill 
a lecture engagement in Los Angeles. The com- 
mercial airplane in which they were traveling 
crashed into a mountainside. Martin was killed 
and Osa was seriously injured. 

In other instances, in the jungles, Osa had 
pulled the trigger in time to save her husband 
from a charging lion or elephant, but there was 
no way that she could save him on that occa- 
sion. 

Osa Johnson carried on. She lectured from 
her wheelchair, wrote a best-selling book, “I 
Married Adventure’ and made personal appear- 
ances with her African films. She didn’t forget 
her secret valley or her promise to return, but 
She became involved in an unhappy situation 
that prevented her from carrying out her 
plan. 

In 1939 she married Clark H. Getts, 


her former lecture manager. That 
marriage was not a success. Last 


April, she and Getts were divorced. 

A settlement was reached and 
Osa moved back into her. Park 
Avenue apartment, decorated 
with $27,000 worth of hand- 
painted murals; each scene 
a reproduction of a Johnson 
jungle photograph. 

In that attractive « 
setting, surrounded by 
rare mementoes 
her .12 exploration 
trips, Osa Johnson, 
who's pretty and 
petite at 55, dis- 
cussed her plans 
to return to Africa 
to seek again her 
secret valley. 

“It is my memorial 
to Martin,’’ she _ said. 
“Originally, he and I 
started out by foot in 1912. 
Then we did our exploring by 
motor and later by airplane. Now 
I'm going to do it by helicopter. With a 
helicopter, we can land in any isolated spot, or 
wait until the animals come to the water hole 
and flutter over them. I'll photograph them on 
35-millimeter color film. Animals lose their 
natural color and beauty when they're taken 
into civilization. 

“I’m also going into the Itura Forest in the 
Belgian Congo. Three white hunters once at- 
tempted to explore it but were never heard 
from again. 

“Little ‘ndoroba’ (wild men) are the only 
humans found there. 

“On our visit to the Congo in 1932, I de- 
tached myself from Martin and the rest of the 
expedition and entered the forest alone with a 
handful of pygmies as guides. I1 remained 
there three days, then had to turn back because 
the pygmies refused to go on. 

“I believe there are pygmy hippopotamuses 
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The Famous Explorer Will 
Revisit a Secret Valley in 
Africa to Keep the Vow She 
and Her Husband Made 
Years Ago 
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there. They are very rare, but I saw what I 
believe to be their tracks in the Itura Forest.” 

As the famous woman explorer talked about 
the jungles, there was an animation and con- 
fidence that was lacking in her everyday conver- 
sation. She does not deny that she has found 
her greatest happiness in the jungles. 

Civilization has not been quite as kind to 
Osa Johnson. 

“Some people have tried to talk me out of 
going back,” she said. “They think it is too 
dangerous for me. |] tell them how silly it is, 
There’s as much danger in New York—just 
crossing the streets. 

“There is danger in the jungles, however. The 
most beautiful animals are the most dangerous, 
but I have never shot them unless it’s life or 
death. Martin and I always shot with the lens 
of the camera. 

“That’s what I'll do now.” 

Mrs. Johnson believed it would take her 
several months to prepare for the trip, which 
would require a year’s time and $350,000, which 
she’s prepared to finance. 

She said that her pilot will be Capt. Jim 
Laneri. who was with the Johnson expedition 
in Borneo in 1936. 

They'll load the helicopter on a C-46 and fly 
to London, where they will visit the Colonial 
Office to make arrangements for permits and 
campsites. In Nairobi, they'll pick up, jeeps and 
supplies. 

Then, if everything goes well, she will be 
on her way to fulfull the vow that was made 
when she and Martin first glimpsed their secret 
valley 13 years ago.

HAT is the dark, mysterious river that 
runs deep in the mind of Ervin “Bud” 
[ngle? Do the psychiatrists at Ohio’s 
Bureau of Juvenile Research know? 

If ‘they do, it will be their secret forever, 
or Ohio law decrees that the findings in Bud’s 
‘ase-——as in all cases to come under the bureau’: 
scrutiny—are strictly confidential. 

The world knows only that Bud Ingle, at the 
age of 15 after psychological experts had 
probed his mentality from every angle for a 
year and then made their recommendation to 
the court-——-was sent to prison for life. 

[ie must be, then, in the legal sense of the 
word, sane. What, then, turned Bud at 14 from 
a ‘“‘model youth” into a.murderer? 

Up to that day in May, 1948, when the tragic 
transformation took place, there was not one 
shred of evidence in his life to account for the 
change. 

William Heirens, University of Chicago 
student who killed six-year-old Suzanne Degnan, 
murdered two women and committed a series of 
robberies in a Jekyll-Hyde existence, at first 
presented psychologists with a number of 
baffling questions in regard to hidden motiva- 
tions for crime; yet, upon examination, Heirens’ 
criminal impulses could be traced clearly to 
twisted mental currents evident from childhood. 

The reason for BRud’s crime is as much a mys- 
tery to his parents as anyone else. Psycholo- 
vists had to search, clueless, for the answer. 

There was no more popular boy than Bud in 
the town of Brvan, Ohio. The son of Keith Ingle, 
a dairy employe, and Mrs. Ingle, a plain, kindly 
woman, he was a normal, contented youth. 

Afterwards his eighth grade teachers said: 
“He was a better-than-average student.’ His 
pastor said: ‘‘He was faithful in church attend- 
ance.” His Scout leader said: ‘“‘He was a good 
Seout.”” His coach said: ‘tHe was a fine sport.” 
His schoolmates said: 

“He was a great guy!” 

Bud was particularly happy on that after- 
noon of May 5. He had been chosen “king” of 
the junior high school ball to be held two nights 
later. His queen was pretty Barbara McNutt, 
also 14. 

Now put the clock ahead to the afternoon of 
May 6, a day before the school ball. It came 
to the attention of Bud's father that the boy 
was in possession of a strange automabile. When 
asked about it, Bud became confused. 

Ingle took him to Sheriff Norman Barnes, 
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more to frighten him into the truth than any- 
thing else. Sheriff Barnes recognized the car 
immediately. It belorfged to John Gabriel, 
of, a railway mail clerk living near the Ingles. 

This fact in itself would not have been 

alarming, had it not been that two hours before 
Bud was brought in, the body of Mrs. Gabriel, 
shot through the head, had been found on a 
ionely road outside the town. Gabriel had been 
found near death in his home from a gun wound 
in the head and had died an hour later. 
\fter repeated questioning and while his 
father sat horrified, Bud poured out tke details. 
“hey made me king of the dance and I 
wanted to take my queen in a car,” he explained. 
He hadn’t asked his parents for their car. 
But he’d thought of the Gabriels, whom he knew 
slightly. He'd gotten his father’s gun from a 
bureau drawer and gone to their home. 

“They were laughing and joking while they 
ate supper,” he said. “I told them it would be 
wonderful if I could only get a car. They would 
not give me the car. 

“TI left, but I began to get mad. 

“l went back and kicked their door in and 
told them I was going’ to take their car. Mr. 
Gabriel laughed and sat down with his paper. I 
held the gun a foot from his head and fired. 

“IT made Mrs. Gabriel help me carry him to 
the cellar stairs. I threw him down the stairs. 

“I made her get the car out and drive me 
three miles in the country. I told her to stop 
and get out when we came to a cemetery. She 
asked me if I was going to hurt her. 

“I told her no, but when she started walking 
away I stepped up behind her and fired a bullet 
into her head. I drove the car over to the home 
of one of my pals, Ralph St. John. I didn’t tell 
him what I’d done. We took a ride around to 
see all the girls and fellows.” 

The next night the school dance was. held 
without a king, It was _a sad affair. 

Barbara said: 

“Bud is a wonderful boy. 

“T can’t understand it.” , 

“It just doesn’t make sense,” said Bud’s 
mother. “He made few requests for money or 
expensive clothes. He seemed to be normal.” 

After- formal arraignment Bud was turned 
over to Dr. Maurice Newburger, executive psy- 
chologist of Ohio’s Bureau of Juvenile Research, 
in Columbus, for exhaustive study. 

“We are going to find ott why he committed 
those crimes,” Dr. Newburger said, 

When Bud was sent back to Bryan for trial 
last April, the psychologists’ findings went with 
him. The three-judge court-—-there was no jury

Theatre on the Mississippi Included the 
Capture of a Bank Robber, an Unscheduled 


Cruise on the Gulf of Mexico. 


Captain Billy was the hero of another dra- 
matie. episode aboard the showboat French's 
New Sensation when he turned himself into a 
human stopper to save the, vessel. 

It was five o’clock in the morning, the cus- 
tomary time for showboats to cast off for the 
trip to the next town and the usual one-night 
stand. The showboat was pulling out of Frank- 
lin, La., when it crashed into a piling. Captain 
Menke felt the jar and the shudder at his usual 
post atop the roof or hurricane deck. 

He raced below to the hold, his _ fingers 
crossed. The riverman’s instinct caused him 
to grab several blankets from bunks he passed 
en route. As he descended the ladder into the 
hold, he saw by the light of the flickering lan- 
terns the thing that he had feared. 

Water was boiling up from a hole in the side, 
a hole as big as a barrel head. The only thing 
close at hand that would plug the leak was Cap- 
tain Billy’s stalwart body, properly padded. 

It was the work of a minute to wind him- 
self in the blankets he had brought and then 
the captain forced himself into the leak, feet 
first, making a tight wedge. 

While the acting members of the company 
slept soundly in ignorance of the drama being 
enacted below, crewmen worked hastily to con- 
struct a wooden plug to fit the gap, and other 
crew members went to work on the pumps. 

“The river water was cold,” Captain Billy 
reminisced, ‘‘and so was I.” 

The cook hurried to the rescue with a huge 
pot of boiling coffee for the human bulwark. 
A mate came below with more blankets and a 
quart of whiskey to mix wifh the coffee. 

After about two hours, the wooden plug was 
ready, and then a quick switch was made, the 
stopper ‘being jammed into the space vacated 
by Captain Menke, who changed into dry cloth-

ing and went on with the day’s work. 
There was another -time when he was in 
command of a showboat plaving the Mobile 
circuit and his craft became engulfed in a fog 
on Mobile Bay. 

Although regarded as queen of the inland 
rivers thére was no craft quite so vulnerable 
as the showboat in rough water, and Captain 
Billy’s boat was no exception as it headed for 
the Gulf of Mexico. Waves.from the bay washed 
over her decks and battered through her’ win- 
dows. 

“The men with experience in handling a 
seagoing vessel were kept busy every minute,” 
Captain Menke recalled. ‘‘And managed to keep 
our frail craft afloat. But the actors had plenty 
of time to think, especially about their past 
lives. Most of them had never been beyond 
shouting distance of the land and when they saw 
nothing but water everywhere they went to 
their cabins and started praying. 

“There was no play acting about their repent- 
ance, and their promises to the Lord if He would 
deliver them from their predicament were tre- 
mendous, to say the least. Thanks to calm 
weather, after a while, and our pilot, we man- 
aged to find our way back to Mobile harbor with- 
out much damage. We had the best behaved 
company of actors on the river—-for a few days.” 

Captain Menke became active in the river 
showboat circles in 1905, when he joined 
Capt. A. B. French, the famous pioneer 
in the field, learning his trade under the 
acknowledged master. -In 1911, with 
his brother, Ben Menke, he bought The 
Sunny South. 

His biggest worry in the early years 
on the river was the unreliability of 
actors, who would answer his advertise- 
ments in trade publications, ask -—fer 
money for rail fare, and fail to appear. 

“One time I advanced a fellow money,” the 
captain said, “and he never did show up. Months 
later I heard he had been seen in a small town 
in Missouri and, on a Sunday afternoon-——there 
being no performance—I hired a rig and went 
to the town hotel where the man was staying. 
I didn’t go through the ceremony of Knocking 
at his door; I just busted in on him. 

“I was righteously indignant and determined 
to make a real example of one of these good- 
for-nothing players, who were hurting the repu- 
tation of the others, the dependable actors. 

‘““‘My man was in his room, all right. The 
poor, tired old man was lying in bed, sick and 
broke. My one-man crusade proved a costly 
one. There was the expense of hiring the horse 
and rig. And, by the time I had settled his 
hotel account and other bills he owed, and had 
given him $20 for a stake, I decided it might be 
more~ economical in the future to leave «this 
business of retribution to other powers.” 

Capt. Billy Menke, 68 last winter, thrust out 
his chin and scowled at the Mississippi waters 
swirling against the St. Louis levee. He gave 
the appearance of a grim taskmaster, hardened 
through experience and disappointing contact 
with mankind, but something that happened 
the other day proved otherwise. 

They were playing “The Drunkard” on The 
Goldenrod again when police arrested=a man 
member of the cast on a robbery charge. He 
was ordered held for the circuit court and his 
bond fixed at $5,000. 

Captain Billy rushed to the aid of the actor. 
He didn’t put up the $5,000 bond. He put up,

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EW inhabitants of the Cincinnati area today 

can recall, except for some vague details, 

that region’s most ce’ebrated crime, which 
was the murder of Pearl Brvan. Only recently 
the last survivéng jury memwver died at the age 
of 89. 

But in February, 18°6, and during the ensu- 
ing spring, people all over the country knew 
about this true-iife drama of desperation and 
death, 

It attracted attention then, and it lives in 
crime annals today, not only because of the 
underlying poignaney of the story, but because 
certain questions which arose as the case wn- 
folded never were satisfactorily cleared up. Nor 
are they ever likely to be, aithough the pos- 
sibility is not to be ruled out. | 

It was shortly after sunup, on Feb. 1, 1896, 
that James Hewling, a young farmhand, set out 
to work at a place not far from his home in 
Fort Thomas, Ky., just across the Ohio River 
from Cincinnati. 

He was plodding sleepily through a field 
on the John Locke farm when he was suddenly 
terrified to behold a body half concealed in the 
grass. It was the body of a young Woman with- 
out a head. 

Swathed in a cotton dressing gown, her legs 
bare of stockings or shoes, she lay on her side, 
her arms with hands together extended in front 
of her. The grass thereabouts was heavily spat- 
tered, and even overhanging bushes, up to six 
feet above the ground. But there was no trail 
of blood, indicating that the girl, who looked to 
be about 20, had died and been beheaded in 


this lonely spot. 

The word of Hewling’s dreadful discovery 
spread quickly. Soon thro.7s from near-..y com- 
munities—Fort Thomas, Newport, Covington— 
swarmed over the area, trampling grass and 
bushes, obliterating footprints, and collecting 
souvenirs. 

At the urging of the local authorities, Police 
Chief Philip Deitsch of Cincinnati dispatched 
Detectives Crim and McDermott to the scene. 
Their on-the-spot hunt ior clues disclosed these 
details: 

1. The victim’s hands were soft, indicating 
that she had not been a farm girl or manual 
worker. 

2. Several rings had been removed from her 
fingers, as shown by ring marks. It was assumed 
that these, like the head, had been removed to 
prevent her identification. 

3. The dressing gown -had evidently been 
placed on her body after her decapitation, since 
it was not much stained. 

4. On the road whichyvran through the near-by 
thicket on the way to Fort Thomas, the officers 
found articles of feminine clothing——-new, expen- 
sively made kid gloves, and one cloth-top button 
shoe, also new and made on an exceptionally 
narrow last. 

5. Also on the road: fresh hoofprints and 
carriage tracks. | 

The headless body was removed to the Cin- 
cinnati morgue, where a post mortem soon re- 
vealed the probable motive for the murder. The

young woman was an expectant mother; more- 
over, it appeared that she had been under the 
influence of a drug at the time of her death, 
which had occurred approximately four or five 
hours before the discovery of the body. 

Hundreds of persons visited the morgue dur- 
ing the next several days, but none could supply 
the girl’s name. Publicity was given to the 
fact that she had what was described as “webbed 
toes,” but this proved less a rarity than: the 
authorities had reaiized, and brought no re- 
sult. 

Then L. D. Poock, a shoe merchant of New- 
port, a town just north of Fort Thomas, came 
forward with a vital piece of information. 

On the day the crime was discovered, Poock 
had begun a hunt which ended when a salesman 
at a Cincinnati factory recognized the Size 3 
shoe as a product of Drew, Selby & Co., of 
Portsmouth, Ohio. A police check of that con- 
cern showed that nine pairs of that size and last 
had been shipped to the general store of Lewis 
«& Hays at Greencastle, Ind., which is about 130 
miles to the west of Cincinnati. 

“IT sold a pair of these shoes, about three weeks 
ago,” Clerk Spivy of that store told Detectives 
Crim and McDermott when they arrived on Feb.

However, the Cincinnati s!'euths ~»0n struck 
what seemed an excellent lead. 

A Greencastle informant revealed that Pear! 
had been seeing a lot of her gay young cousin, 
William Wood, son of a local minister. He said 
that the youth had recently confided that Pearl 
Was in trouble, and that he intended to do every- 
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thing he could to protect her reputation. 

“He told me that a friend of his, Scott Jack- 
son, a dental college student in Cincinnati, knew 
someone who would be able to help Pearl,” the 
jnformant “went on. “Dusty Jackson, as we 
ealled him, has been visiting his grandmother, 
here in Greencastle, during his summer vaca- 
‘tions the past couple of years.” 

“Did Jackson know Miss Bryan ?”’ 

“Oh, yes. They all saw quite a lot of each 
other Guring the summer months.” 


OUNG Wood, taken into custody, admitted 
that he had arranged with Jackson to see 
that Pear] was cared for in Cincinnati. But that 
was all he would admit, either in Greencastle or 
later in Cincinnati, when he underwent grilling at 
the hands of Chief Dietsch and Mayor Caldwell.

Some new evidence, but not much, was turned 
up. 
The police reported that a resident of Coving- 
ton had allegedly seen two men, resembling 
Jackson and Walling, talking with an elderly 
Negro man near a carriage at the corner of 
George and Elm Sts., late the night of the crime. 
This informant, it was said, had seen the three 
board the vehicle, which had gone off toward 
the bridge that crossed the river to Kentucky. 

“If this driver will come to us and tell his 
story,’ Chief Deitsch told the newspapers, ‘‘we 
will not only grant him immunity, but pay hima 
reward.” 

But the offer got no response. 

On Feb. 12, the coroner's jury. convened and 
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When the Farmhand Stumbled Across Pearl Bryan's 
Lifeless Body He Uncovered the Most Celebrated 
Crime in the History of the Cincinnati Area 


“My only interest in the matter was to help 
Pearl,’’ he insisted. “I had nothing to do with 
her trouble, and I had nothing to do with what 
happened to her after she went away.”’ 

Jackson, quickly picked up near his rooming 
house in,town, denied that he had heard from 
‘Wood, ‘and that he had ever seen Miss Bryan 
anywhere except in Greencastle. He had known 
sher only slightly, he said, and most certainly 
“had néver been her sweetheart. 
~- “I’m not the man you want,” he kept saying. 

~ Then the police began to question his room- 
mate and fellow student, Alonzo Walling. 

Walling, younger and more pliable than Jack- 
son, at first said that he had never heard of 
Pearl Bryan before her identification as the 
murder victim. Later he admiited that he had 
heard Jackson mention her, but in what con- 
nection he couldn’t seem to remember. 

Jackson and Walling were held for further 
investigation. Wood, who had an alibi for the 
night of the crime, was released on bail as a 

“material witness. 

The next development came just as it ap- 
peared that the two students would have to be 
turned loose for lack of evidence. According to 

gthe police, a cafe owner and a waiter in his 
kemploye had come to headquarters and identified 
~Jackson and Walling as having entertained an 
Pattractive, well-dressed young woman in a pri- 
‘vate dining room of the cafe on the night of 
Jan. 31. 


JACKSON insolently asserted that these in- 
formants were liars and tools of the police. 
Walling, however, admitted that he and his 

roommate had visited the saloon, but denied that 

there had been a woman with them. 

At this point, as in many another murder 
before and since, the investigators began to play 
one suspect against the other. 

Walling, as expected, broke first. 

“Jackson killed her!’’ he cried. ‘“‘He gave her 
dope and killed her! How he got her across the 
river I don’t know, but I tell you I had nothing 
to do with it!” 

Jackson sneered that Walling was lying to 
save his own skin. Finally he suggested that the 
police examine the contents of Walling’s locker 
at the dental school. 

The locker, it was soon learned, contained a 
pair of muddy, blood-stained trousers. 

“He can’t do this!”” Walling wept. ‘“He’s the 
real murderer——not me! I can find you evidence ?”’ 

Then he led detectives to a sewer at the 
corner of John and Richmond Sts. There they 
retrieved stained trousers and a_ blood-soaked 
shirt, lately belonging to Dusty Jackson. In a 
pocket of the trousers were several small hand- 
kerchiefs initialed “P.B.” Thus did the two 
erstwhile friends incriminate each other. 

But there was still a large loophole in the 
case. It had not yet been established in just 
which state Miss Bryan had died, Ohio or Ken- 
tucky. With the prisoners suddenly silent, after 
consulting their attorneys, the authorities now 
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decided: 

1. That, although the head had not yet been 
recovered, the body had been that of Pearl 
Bryan. 

2. That cocaine had been administered. 

3. That decapitation had occurred while she 
was still alive, and at the spot where the body 
Was discovered. 

4. That Miss Bryan had been a passenger in 
a carriage, along with Jackson and Walling, 
which had been observed at George and Elm Sts., 
at 1 a. m., Feb. 1. 

5. That the vehicle had gone toward the 
bridge across the Ohio. 

As previously indicated in this account, the 
jury based its conclusion that the girl had been 
alive at the time of her decapitation upon the 
fact that blood spots had been found on over- 
hanging bushes six feet above the ground. A.so, 
the spots had been on the underside of the 
leaves, which showed that the body had been 
underneath them at the time. 

Even so, the case establishing Kentucky as 
the place of jurisdiction still remained incom- 
plete. Desperately the police renewed their offer 
to that vital witness, the driver of the surrey, 
at the same time gaining a delay in the trial 
of the suspects. 

Presently, according to information given out 
by the authorities, the following development 
occurred: 

A police officer named Swain had stopped 
to chat with an elderly Negro coachman in the 
employ of a family living in Mount Auburn. The 
conversation soon got around to the all-absorb- 
ing Pear] Bryan mystery. 

“T understand,” said the coachman, “that the 
police want to locate that fellow who drove them 
across the river.” 

“They certainly do want to locate 
Swain agreed. 

“Well, if they find him, would he be hanged?” 

Swain told him that, on the contrary, he 
would be considered a public benefactor. 

“All right,” said the coachman. “I trust you, 
I’m the man that drove that carriage!’’ 

He related that it had been the night of the 
drill for the Caldwell Colored Guards. 

Just as he was starting home, a carriage 
stopped at Elm and George Sts., and the man 
at the reins had asked if anyone would like to 
earn $5. 

“We need a driver who knows the way from 
Newport,”’ the man explained, adding that there 
was a sick girl in the carriage who ,was being 
taken home by her physician. 

The coachman, who Knew all the roads for 
miles’ around, offered to do the driving, and 
they started off toward the river, the man sit- 
ting on the driver's seat. 

He said he heard the sick girl moaning, as 
if in pain. At first he attributed it to her illness, 
and then it occurred to him that the doctor 
might be causing her pain. 

Suddenly he became terrified. There was 
something wrong about this midnight ride— 


him,” 


something he’d better get free of, quick. But 
when he suggested that the man sitting beside 
him take the reins and let him go, his life was 
threatened with a revolver if he did not obey. 

“You will stay with us,” he was told. ““What’'s 
more, you will better not tell about anything 
you see or hear. If you do, we will find you and 
kill you. And if anything happens to us so we 
can't reach you, we've got pals who will take 
care of you.” 


O HE had stayed with them. He kept driving 

the surrey across the bridge, through New- 
port, and along the Fort Thomas road. At last 
the man had ordered him to stop near a clump 
of woods, saying, “The girl’s house is down that 
way. You will wait here.” 

The “doctor” in the back seat got out and 
helped the girl to the ground. 
She seemed hardly able to stand. 
so the other man had to help 
handle her. The two of them 
supported her as they took her 
out of sight. 

soon he thought he heard a 
rumpus, followed by a shriek. 

‘Now I was afraid they would 
kill me when they got back,” 
the coachman said, “so I jumped 
off the seat and ran. I ran until 
I all but dropped dead. 

“I got home at 4 o’clock and 
went straight to bed, and didn’t 
say a thing to a living soul.” 

He recalled later, at head- 
quarters, that he had tied the 
horse to a railway iron he had 
found on the ground. This great- 
ly strengthened his story, the 
police said, because the clothes 
found in the sewer had been 
weighted with a railway iron, 


which must have been taken 
from the murder spot. 
The coachman identified 


Walling as the man who had sat 
beside him. He could not make positive identi- 
fication of Scott Jackson in a line-up but, accord- 
ing to the police, identified him after hearing 
him speak. 

Further substantiation of the story came 
from a Walnut Hills cab company, which said 
that two men of the suspects’ description had 
hired a carriage on the evening of Jan. 31. It 
had not been returned to the stable but had been 
found the next day on a side street. 

The toll collector of the bridge remembered 
seeing .a carriage driven by an elderly Negro 
that night. 

Chief Deitsch announced that the case was 
complete except for the recovery of the head. 
It was believed by some that the head had been 
drepped, well weighted, into the Ohio, along 
with other identifying evidence. 


H{OWEVER, here is Detective Crim’s version 
on this point: 

“And what did become of the head of Pearl 
Bryan? That-’is the question most often asked. 
On the night of the crime, Jackson and Walling 
went into the saloon of John Legner, at Ninth 
and Plum, opposite their rooming house, with a 
valise which they asked the bartender to keep 
for them till the next day. It was a leather grip 
of good quality and oddly weighted. The bar- 
tender asked if it contained a bowling ball. The 
next night Jackson took the grip out and brought 
it back empty. It was only two squares to the 
dental college where the furnace not only heated 
the building but also served as an incinerator 
for the rubbish of the place. 

‘After Jackson’s arrest, the valise was 
turned over to the police. In it were blood stains, 
privet leaves and earth that, by: analysis, was 
found to be the same kind as that upon which 
Pearl Bryan’s, headless body was found. The 
valise was afterward identified as Pearl Bryan's 
sister's, and I don’t think that the final disposi- 
tion of her head is much of a mystery.”’ 

This secret died with Jackson and Walling. 
After a very determined struggle, especially on 
behalf of Walling, they were hanged. 

There were other questions, too, 
remained unanswered, 

Who had betrayed Pearl Bryan? 

Had she left home in the hope of marrying 
her betrayer? 

Was her death premeditated, or had it been 
made necessary by some slip-up in the arrange- 
ments? 

The people of Cincinnati and its environs 
had occasion to recall the mystery recently upon 
the death of 89-year-old Michael R. Moran, the 
last surviving juror. 

A prominent lumber dealer for many years, 
with offices in the Southern Ohio Bank Building, 
Cincinnati, he had lived on E, 10th St., Newport, 
only a few miles from the scene of the great 
crime.

F IZAAK WALTON, who wrote his 
classic, ‘The Compleat Angier,” back 
in the 17th century, were around to- 
day, he’d have to do some fast scribbling 
to keep up with a couple of modern-day 
fishermen who seem determined to make 

his book as “in-compleat” as possible. 
Old Izaak, a true philosopher who 
believed in fishing as Strictly a battle of 
wits between man and fish, would prob- 
ably snort in disbelief if he could see a 
patent recently obtained by a Brownwood, 
inventor named George Simpson 
Schwartz has designed a flashlight for 
fish——which lights up the area around ihe 
hook during night fishing, and enables the 
angler’s finny prey to see the bait better.

T fish with such bizarre baits as shoe 
horns, hair curlers and even toy airplanes.

He’took a 25-pound northern pike 
with this bristly bait. 

Once Elsworth was challenged on his 
claim that he could ‘‘make bait” out of 
anything. Elsworth promptly seized a 
blue-and-gold beer can at his side, flat- 
tened it, attached a gang hook, and soon 
had a sizable string of fish,to show for 
his skill. 

His “rat trap’’ was his masterpiece, 
however. He attached a small hammer 
to the steel snapper of an ordinary rat 
trap. When the fish struck at the hook, 
the snapper was released, and the hammer 
whacked the fish over the noggin. It 
sounds fishy, but Elsworth insisted that 
it worked.
